If they are unable or unwilling 
to admit their dependencies to share 
their own Constitution, the Constitu- 
tion itself will fall in pieces from 
mere incompetence for its duties.' 


"This conviction, however, has not 


interfered with my belief that Presi- 
dent McKinley has done what he believ- 
ed to be his duty; and I can readilyun- 
derstand how, after the ratification of 
the treaty with Spain, he believed it to 
be his duty to suppress all resistance 
in the Philippines to the authority of 
the United States, for by that treaty 
they became an integral part of its 
territory. 


"But that attempt at suppression 


ha* now been going on for nearly three 
years, and has inflicted a vast amount 
of glaughter.disease and misery on our 
own sons, as well as on those who re- 
sist our authority; and I cannot under- 
stand why anybody, whether an Im- 
perialist or an anti-Imperialist, should 
not re joice at see; n g a stop put to further 
slaughter, a general amnesty proclaim- 
ed, and the Philippine islands, for the 
present at least, granted the same 
form of territorial government as we 
have just established in the Sandwich 
islands— and as our territories have 
always enjoyed. 


"That in time of p--ace the Constitu 


tion does not follow, but precedes the 
flag, is as certain as anything in this 
world can be ; for in time of peace 1h i 
Sag has no right to be anywhere but 
where the Constitution authorizes it to 
be ; and it follows as the night the day 
that whatever is done under its folds 
must be done subject to the limitations 
the Constitution prescribes; for it is 
not the flagbntthe Constitution which 
secures 'the blessings of liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity.'"

A Tinker'* Dnm. 


There Is no profanity in saying that 


any certain thing "is not worth a tlnfc- 
ei't dam," although it is so considered 
by many. The expression originated 
many years ago, when tinkering, or 
mending, It-nky vessels wns much crud- 
er than it is now. 


In former times the use of rosin to 


check the flow of solder when placed 
on tin was not generally understood, ai 
least by the roving tinkers. When one 
of these gentlemen of the road found a 
Job, such as mending a wash boiler or 
other tin household utensil, he would 
get from the housewife or domestic a 
piece of soft dough. 
With this he 


would build a dam around the place 
where he intended to put his solder. 
Inside of the circle thus formed he 
poured the melted lend. 
When the 


metal had cooled, he would brush 
away the dam of dough that had con- 
fined It to the desired limits. The beat 
bad hardened the heavy paste and 
baked It thoroughly, so that It was ab- 
Bolutely of no use for anything else. It 
became one of the most useless things 
In the world, and there was not enough 
of It even to be worth while carrying to 
the pigs. 


Hence the expression, which was 


originally Intended to convey a certain 
Idea, appears to have been retained, 
while the origin Is not generally 
known. 


Black Dtmmondfl. 


Black diamonds are comparatively 


rare and correspondingly high priced. 
They are three or four times as bard as 
the white ones, and fire cannot harm 
them, however great the heat, but if a 
drop of water should touch them while 
heated they will explode and leave 
nothing but a little' heap of sand In 
their place. 


Their beauty Is not remarkable, but 


on account of their extreme hardness 
they are invaluable for dressing sur- 
faces impervious to the friction of any 
other material! The largest block dia- 
monds are set ID the end of a round 
short bar of steel, with a handle of 
wood, and are used in dressing emery 
wheels that have lost Uicir "trneness." 
A black diamond is the only substance 
that will not be ground away by con- 
tact with the emery surface. 


Black diamonds are also used as 


points In scoring pencils which are 
used by sealers of weights and meas- 
ures to mark glass receptacles. They 
are used by dentists for drilling teeth 
before filling them with gold. In up 
pearanee they look more like a shining 
little splinter of iron or grain of c. a. 
than a precious gem. and their cli'e' 
.mission is a distinctly commercial and 
not all ornamental one.

much accustomed to ihe appearance of 
alB tall that in time we should rega d it 
as quite ornamental."

Two Act*. 


It ia the hope and desire of all par- 


ents that their children shnll make 
Borne sort of a mark in the world when 
they grow up. They do not In the ma- 
jority of cases expect that their off- 
iprtDg will become famous and make 
names that will live for ages, but they 
eherish tbe thought that they will be 
•nccessful men and women In some 
profession or business. That Is tbe 
keynote, that success shall be their 
portion. 


Yet It Is a fact that most parents 


neglect or pay very little attention to 
one part of tbe child's education wblcb 
Is of tlie highest Importance. They do 
not train the perceptive faculties. 


Power of observation will help you 


more than anythiug else In your strug- 
gle for existence, and yet there are 
comparatively few people who are 
keen observers. One small fact will 
prove this latter statement. The man 
who observes everything, be who sees 
everything he loots at. Is singled out 
either as an Inquisitive person or a 
clever one, and this shows that be Is 
an exception. 


It is easy to give Instances of this 


lack of perception even in the ordinary 
things of life. Some years ago an art- 
ist engaged in a London linn of print- 
ers bad to draw an advertisement in 
which the central figure was a cock In 
the act of crowing. Nothing seemed 
easier, but when he set to work ihe 
artist found himself confronted by a 
difficulty—does 
tiie cock show 
its 


tongue prominently when It crows? 
Everyone of tue hundred men employ- 
ed by Che firm had seen a cock crow 
scores of times, yet not one of them 
could answer the question. The artist 
had to go to a friend who kept fowls 
and chase the poor rooster round and 
round the yard unlll it crowed. 


A schoolmaster, wishing to test the 


perception of bis boys, nskt'd them bow 
many times they had seen a cow or 
pictures of that animal and found, as 
lie had expected, that all the boys hud 
seen the creature more times than they 
could remember. Then lie offered to 
give small prizes to the boys who could 
correctly answer this question. "Are a 
cow's ears above, below, in front of or 
behind its horns?". Only two boys 
gained prizes, and theirs was guess- 
work. 


Now sit down and test yourself In 


some such simple manner. You have 
all seen a horse "down." Can you de- 
scribe bow it rises? Does It get up on 
Its fore feet first and then on Its bind 
feet or does It kneel first, then get on 
Its hind feet and finally on Its fore 
feet? 


However, you need not confine your- 


self to the animal kingdom in testing 
your perceptive faculties 
Many sub- 


jects will suggest themselves to yon on 
reflection. 


As an excuse for this want of obser- 


vation It is often urged that "a man 
can't know everything." but the excuse 
la a bad one. There Is a great differ- 
ence between knowing little or nothing 
and knowing everything. 
When the 


faculty has been trained, tt requires no 
more effort to note the points of the 
object looked at than it does to glance 
at that same object and come away 
none the wiser. 


Tbe chances of success in life are ou 


the side of the man who knows cer- 
tain things because he has learned 
about them by using his senses instead 
of having to go to a bonk for all that 
he wishes to know. 
Dooks are indis- 


pensable, as there are so ninny things 
which cannot come within tlie range of 
our observation; but. wherever possi- 
ble, we should use our senses to ac- 
quire knowledge at first hand. 


This will explain why men who can- 


not read or write have built up sub- 
stantial businesses. They have made 
use of the power possessed by all. but 
cultivated by very few. 


The perceptive faculty must he train- 


ed during childhood and youth 
After 


the completion of the twentieth year 
very little progress can be made. A 
grown man is unable to develop bis 
powers of observation to any satisfac- 
tory degree. 
Youth is full of energy, 


and that is the time to Inculcate the 
lesson that we should see all that our 
eyes rest upon. 


It should be the object of every par- 


ent to teach his child to nolc every ob- 
ject that comes in his way 
When out 


tor a walk In a park, the child should 
be told to observe the shapes of the 
leaves on the different trees, the paling 
of the color of animals toward the tin 
der part of the body aud so on and 
should be told that when asked a ques- 
tion on ihe subject he must be prepar 
ed to say that It Is so. not that lie 
tblnks it Is. 


All children have inquiring minds. 


and after a walk or two. coupled with 
such Instruction as we have mention' 
ed. you will liivl ibe child making great 
progress find :ifi|iii/ing a quality that 
will be invaluable to him in after life. 


One of the methods adopted by dou 


din. the conjurer, for quickening thi 
1 


perception of his son was to make him 
walk rapidly past a shop window or a 
•tall on which a number of ariic 
were displayed and then \vrite down a 
'.1st of the objects noticed. Al first only 
half a dozen articles were perceived 
during the moment occupied in passing 
the store or window, but after having 
done it once a day for a month the boy 
was able to make a list of 40 objects.- 
Pearson's Weekly
